The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Faragher, 
Jr. in view of Goldenberg et al. 

The former teaches visual characteristics on cooperating door curtains, see 
Fig. 1 and col. 2, used in a shower environment, but lacks the teaching of "doors". The 
latter teaches the employment of visual characteristics on a flexible panel as well as by- 
pass doors. In light of the latter, it would have been obvious to the ordinary artisan to 
employ the visual characteristics as taught by the former in a door arrangement as 
taught by the latter. In Faragher, see col. 2, lines 25+ for the cooperation of the 
respective curtains. The respective images of claims 2-4 differ from the cooperating 
images of Faragher only in matters of design and printed matter and as such fail to 
unobviously patentably define thereover. Faragher provides cooperating opaque and 
transparent schemes on his closures and any chosen scheme here would be obvious 
thereover. 

The Kohler literature on the IDS has been considered; however, the sheets are 
dark to the extent that nothing pertinent to the instant claims can be ascertained. 

The election of species reguirement is hereby held in abeyence.
